(Jnder idle heading "Goetterdaemmerung des Marxismus” (Marxism Fades Out), the 
Swiss daily Neue ZuerLner Zeitung , in its morning edition of 23 January 1953, 
published the following itemi 

Leipzig, 22 January (DPA)*-- Because of disrespect to Lenin and Stalin, "the 
greatest geniuses of our age,” Lutz Aulbach, editor in chief of Volks stimras Tdaily 
news organ of the SED (Socialist Unity Party) for Land Sachsen7 and his editorial 
staff were forced to undergo severe self-criticism. In connection with "Karl Marx 
Y6ar 1953 an article appeared in Volksstimme in which it was stated" that "the 
name Karl Marx bears far more significance than the name of any. other outstanding’ 
scientist in the world; Karl Marx is the incarnation of the mordera world-wide
